CCORDING to a forecast 
yesterday by Constable De ia 
Monte, this is going to be a frosty 
and famishing winter for most of the 
half thousand parasites known as 
uty constab_es. 

Reform of a revolutionary nature 
has been inaugurated, and Interesting 
developments are promised before the 
finish. 

Constable De la Monte has revoked 
the authority of between 500 and 600 
deputies of t previous administra- 
tion at one fell swipe, and refuses to 
swear in more than the smali number 
of assistants necessary to the conduct 
of the department. He declares hig in- 
tention oi making the.office “respect- 
able.“ 

Chief of Police Elton has enlisted 
by invitation in the reform movement. 
Constable De la Monte has furnishea 
the Chief with a list of his authorised 
deputies, and if any one of the deportes 
oflicers attempt to use thelr start they 
will be promptiy arresied and prose- 
cuted for falsely unpersonatlag an oi- 
cer. 
wre any one acquainted with the con- 
tables office at certain periods in the 
past, through smell or contact, the 
present movement means much. The 
office has been misused and abused to 
such an extent as to become a positive 
disgrace to the government. Far from 
being an efficient section of the peace 
department, it has at times been u 
table agency for the promotion 01 
crime. 

A deputy constabdle’s staf has been es 
good as a license to steal, and tne ai- 
most unlimited tesuance of them has 
made officers of some of the worst 
criminale and most worthiess charac- 
ters out of jall.

district, from day to day, coupled with 
frequent assaults and murders, have 
been the means of arousing public in- 
dignation s thoroughly in this city 
that unless the Board of Trustees deems 
it expedient to take the necessary steps 
for the removal of the numerous saloons 
and houses of prostitution, the people 
will force the issue to a speedy ter- 
mination themselves. Citizens are clam- 
oring for decency and law and order, 
and are determined. 

Investigation has partly disclosed the 


fact that a gang of loafers and loose 


women who inhabit the hellish hole and 
“graft” for a livelihood, are implicated 
in several of the dark crimes recently 
uncovered here, It is even said that some 
of the proprietors of the saloons will 
stoup to crime, if necessary, to further 
their own ends. As a result of these 
methods of utter disregard for law and 
order, San Pedro has suffered immea- 
surably. 

It has been suggested that the City 
Trustees revoke all the liquor licenses 
in “Happy Valley.” The scheme is 
considered a wise one. The wonderful 
growth that San Pedro has attained in 
past year. and promise for 

ure patronage as the great seaport 
the Southwest, make it imperative that 
ft be made a law-abiding city. 

Several movements have been started: 
to rid the place of the crime perpe- 
trated in the rotten valley, but owing 
to fear of losing a little business, many 
merchants were opposed to it. Again, 
the saloon clement was 80 strong that 
those favoring good government and an 
honest administration of the laws were 
not given a hearing. The tide has 
changed considerably, and the majority 
of citizens are in favor of the City 
Trustees revoking the liquor licenses in 
“Happy Valley,” as the booze shops are 
held responsible for the lawlessness 
carried on there. 

George R. Smith, who has long re- 
sided with his family near the notorious 
dives, ‘tells an interesting story rela- 
tive to the disorderly conduct of the 
loafers and vile women, who visit the 
saloons at will, and keep up a steady 
pace of lawlessness night in and night 


out. Smith said: 
“I have lived in Valley’ with 
my family for nearly years, and

ceased for one single night. They be- 
gin to visit from one saloon to another 
just as soon as the stars appear, and 
keep it up until after sunrise in the 
morning.

HARBOR-TOWN DRIFTWOOD. 

Cam. Christensen of the schooner 
Lauzon, which arrived in port yester- 
day, reports that his vessel encountered 
A severe earthquake on the way here 
from the north, between lat. 41 deg. 20 
min., N., and long. 126 deg. 26 min., W. 
The earth shook so violently for a time 
that the vessel trembled fore and aft. A 
heavy rumbling noise was heard for 
about thirty seconds, after which the 
waters subsided, and the weather 
cleared. The quake came at 6:45 o'clock 
on the morning of December 27. Capt 
Christensen says that the sailors aboard 
his vessel were frightened considerably, 
as they had never witnessed anything 
cf the kind before.
